The noise ot work was heard beneath the 
Hoor at 1 o'ctoclc-thiH morning, and supposing 
the robbers to be In the tunnel shots were 
fired through the drug store lloor and a guard 
placed at tbe mouth of the tuunel In tbe ccl- 
'•r of the vacant nnllding. James Pearson 
luahtd/ium tuelwio. bul fell yhuced by a 
dozen bullets, lie died without revelling tbe 
nxtiies of Ills confederates.

would not have secured any booty as all 
the val">bles were placed In a Tale safe of «n 
Improved pattern which could not have been 
entered under 13 hours. The utmost confi- 
dence Is felt In the banking Institution which 
Is under tbe control of the well known llsy- 
nolds brothers «nd Is one of tbe strongest 
concerns in tbe west.
